Bond Proposals for 
June Ballot Given

Every California voter has 
the legal opportunity to parti­ 
cipate personally in the legisla­ 
tive process by voting on pro­ 
posed constitutional amend­ 
ments and state bond issues. 
None of us should neglect his 
responsibility to cast his ballot 
on such proposals.

During the weeks of our 
1962 sessions. I referred fre­ 
quently in this column to the 
bond issues for various pur-
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poses which were before "^ 
All four new bond proposal* 
as well as one which we passed 
in 1961, arc to go on the Juno 
5 Primary Election ballot.

SO MANY constituents have 
asked that I review the bond 
proposals again that I am tak­ 
ing advantage of this oppor­ 
tunity to do so.

Proposition No. 1 on the 
June ballot is a $200 million 
bond issue to continue the 
school building loan program 
started in 1949. Revenues from 
sale of the bonds would be 
used to make loans to school 
districts which have already 
bonded themselves locally to 
the legal maximum, but which 
still need more funds to build 
classrooms for unhoused pu­ 
pils.

The argument for approval 
of this measure can be briefed 
quickly. A half million more 
pupils are expected to enter 
our public schools by 1964. To 
build rooms to hold them dur- 
ing 1963 and 1964, $200 mil­ 
lion will be needed.

ARGUMENTS against the 
measure are short. First, the 
amount is too low; it should 
S250 million. Second, the me, 
sure should have been put o 
the November ballot, so mort 
voters could pass on it.

Proposition No. Z call for a 
bond issue of $250 million to 
continue the Cal-Vet program 
of loans to veterans for tho 
purchase of farms and homes.

The arguments for this bond 
issue are. first, that the pro 
gram is self-supporting sine* 
both principal and interest on 
the bonds is paid by the vet- 
crans who receive the loans. 
Second, there arc still 380.000 
California veterans who have 
verified their eligibility for 
loans, but have not yet had tlw 
opportunity to get them. 

     
ARGUMENTS AGAINST the 

measure are two. First, the po­ 
tential debt involved in the 

! program is almost $4 billion. If 
bad times were to hit, so vet- 

j crans could not repay their 
i loans, taxpayers would be in 
serious trouble. Second, It; too 

I costly a program to bmefit 
only 125,000 individuals out of 
16 million Californians.

Proposition No. 3 is for 
$270 million issue for gem 
state buildings. Arguments for 

, It are also two. First, since 65 
per cent of the general fund 
revenues arc committed to 
local assistance, no more funds 
can be expected from It during 
the next two years for building 
needs. Second. 80 per cent of 
the revenues from this issue 
will be needed to meet the 
needs of the University and 
colleges, the balance for men­ 
tal hospitals and correctional 
facilities.

PRINCIPAL arguments 
the bonds are. first, that ap­ 
proval of the issue would give 
the legislature a blank check 
for the total amount, to spend 
anyway it wishes. Second, it 
would be cheaper to build on 
a pay-as-you-go basis, since In­ 
terest adds 50 per cent to tho 
cost of building with bond 
money.

Proposition No. 4 Is a $100 
million bond Issue for loans to 
local agencies for low-cost 
housing for elderly and handi­ 
capped persons. Arguments for 
U arc that it would relieve tax­ 
payer.* of much expense for 
hospitals ana other institutions 
by taking the clderl>, I^v-in- 
come persons out of slum 
and that the number of elder 
individuals will Increase by 
third In the next 10 yeari.

ARGUMENTS against It arc, 
first, a federal program now 
provides ample housing for the 
elderly, and second, the pro- 
posud $100 million would pro. 
vide less than 10,000 iT-iu of 
housing for a privileged few 
of all the elderly.

Proposition N'u. 5 calls for a 
$130 million bond ixsue . ,r 
parks and recreation. The prin- 
cipal argument for it is thm 
wo must act now to boy   
land cheaply for our .at) : < v 
growing recreational needs. 
The main argument ugaiiiN ,i 
is that it would deprive the 
very counties in which more 
lands would be bought o, iax 
revenues necessary for their 
efficient operation.
